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Legal highs ‘may’ 
be behind deaths

LEGAL highs may have been 
behind the mysterious 
deaths of two men. 

Senior coroner Tom 
Osborne told distraught fam¬ 
ily members of Paul Newns, 
45, and John Morris, 57, that 
they would ‘never know’ why 
the two had died. 

They were both found at 
the home they shared in 
Putteridge Road on March 17 
this year. 

The pair both had traces of 
a synthetic cannabinoid in 
their system, and it is believed 
they may have reacted badly 
to the ‘legal high’ - with it 
possibly causing respiratory 
failure. 

But Mr Osborne ruled that it 
would be inappropriate to 
‘guess’ - and that due to 
insufficient evidence he 
would be reaching an open 
conclusion where the cause 
of death would remain 
unascertained. 

The coroner told the pair’s 
family: “If I was asked to give 


what I thought as a possibili¬ 
ty of the death, I think it’s 
probably a reaction to a 
synthetic drug that has 
happened to both. 

“It cannot be coincidence, 
but I cannot say for sure. We 
will never know. 

“It is a regret of 
mine that I cannot 
give more infor¬ 
mation to the 
families.” 

A family mem¬ 
ber of Mr Newn’s 
told Luton on 
Sunday at the 
inquest: “They were 
two of the loveliest 
guys, who were always 
around for you. It’s a big loss. 
Drug dealers are the scum of 
the earth.” 

The inquest in Ampthill, 
which was held on 
Wednesday afternoon, also 
heard from two GPs who told 
of the growing number of 
visitors complaining of the 
after effects of legal highs. 

The synthetic drugs are 
made up of chemical 
compounds that are not 


illegal under the Misuse of 
Drugs acts, but produce the 
same effects as taking 
cannabis, cocaine or ecstacy. 

Although not officially its 
cause, the deaths of Paul and 
John are yet another warning 
of the potential pitfalls of 
legal highs. 

Figures published 
by the Office for 
National Statistics 
in September show 
114 deaths regis¬ 
tered in 2015 were 
down to the so- 
called drugs, up from 
82 the year before. 

The fatalities are not 
broken down by region, but 
the most recent Crime Survey 
revealed there were 1,069 
drug offences in Bedfordshire 
between March 2015 and 
March 2016. 

Last December, Bedford¬ 
shire Police issued a warning 
to stop people taking the 
drugs following the death of 
a Bedford man believed to 
have been smoking ‘Spice’ - a 
synthetic cannabis substi¬ 
tute. 




End of 
the road 

THE new Woodside Link road 
is expected to be completed 
next week - and cyclists will 
be among the first to test it 
out. 

The new road is part of the 
plans to link Houghton Regis 
with the new Junction 11a of 
the Ml. 

The Woodside Link time 
trials take place this coming 
Saturday as part of the 
celebrations of the opening 
of the new road. 

A number of under-16s are 
set to race against the clock 
to mark the end of the major 
project.

As someone who has lived in Luton 
all my life, I remember what a 
groundbreaking publication it was 
when it first arrived on the local 
scene in the 1990s. 

It shook up the order with some 
cracking front pages, a nose for good 
populist stories, and some old fash¬ 
ioned shoe-leather journalism. The 
Luton on Sunday has continued in 
that vein. 

I have particularly appreciated the 
resources you have put into covering 
local politics, and your campaigns on 
issues that affect ordinary Luton resi¬ 
dents.

Man stabbed after

A MAN has received life 
changing injuries after being 
stabbed in a dispute over a 
cigarette. 

Last Saturday, at around 
9.30pm, the victim was 
approached by three men in 
Arundel Road, Luton. 

One of the men asked the 
victim for a smoke, and when 
he replied that he didn’t have 
one, a row between the two 
soon escalated and led to an 
assault.

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Nursery schools 
fearful of future

COUNCIL-RUN nursery 
schools in Luton could close 
if changes to how they are 
funded go ahead, headteach¬ 
ers from the town are 
warning. 

Six headteachers from 
Chapel Street, Gill Blowers, 
Grasmere, Hart Hill, Pastures 
Way and Rothesay Nurseries 
have launched a petition to 
stop the government intro¬ 
ducing a new early years 
national funding formula 
that would see control taken 
from local authorities. 

Luton Borough Council 
estimates the plans could see 
nursery schools in the town 
face a budget shortfall of 
around £140,000 each. 

Janet Brownjohn, head¬ 
teacher of Rothesay Nursery 
School, said the plans would 
‘leave many families without 
a place for their children to 
be educated and cared for 
whilst they are at work’. 

She added: “The nursery 
school headteachers are very 
concerned that, unless more 
funding is allocated, nursery 
schools may have to close. 

“Studies have shown that

for every £1 spent on nursery 
school education, £7 is saved 
in later years, so these cuts 
will not only have a drastic 
and negative impact for chil¬ 
dren and families now, but it 
would also not make sense 
financially in the longer 
term. 

“By only guaranteeing to 
fund settings like Rothesay 
Nursery School for another 
two years, means that staff 
and families face a very 
uncertain future.” 

The 38 degrees petition has 


been signed by more than 
1,200 people so far. 

The council’s portfolio 
holder for children and young 
people Mahmood Hussain 
said more than 1,000 chil¬ 
dren in Luton rely on nursery 
schools - including 25 per 
cent of the town’s vulnerable 
two year olds. 

He added: “Our nursery 
schools need the right fund¬ 
ing to continue to meet the 
standards and regulations 
set by the government and to 
deliver a high quality educa¬ 
tion for our young children. 

“They serve over 1,000 chil¬ 
dren including approximate¬ 
ly 25 per cent of our vulnera¬ 
ble two year olds, so these 
proposals could have a 
massive impact and could 
possibly lead to a reduction 
in the number of nursery 
schools available in Luton, 
which would be a huge loss to 
families and the wider 
community. 

“We are currently awaiting 
the outcome of the govern¬ 
ment’s consultation before 
we can determine the full 
impact of their proposals. If 
the changes are implemented 
they will come into force in 
two years’ time.”

Darren and friends Simon 
Oles and Paul Charge will be 
on the start line today at the 
Bedford Harriers half mara¬ 
thon, looking to raise £5,000 
in aid of national charity 
Brain Tumour Research. 

Diagnosed with epilepsy at 
only six months old, Astacia 
Coates suffered seizures and 
ill health throughout her 
short life but the brain 
tumour causing these prob¬ 
lems was repeatedly missed 
by doctors. 

In 2012, following stroke¬ 
like symptoms and a seizure, 
Astacia was finally scanned 
and the low-grade pilocytic 
astrocytoma was found. 

Sadly, her health did not 
recover and she died only two 
days later - just 12 days before 
Christmas - at Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital in Cambridge. 


Describing his relationship 
with Astacia, Darren said she 
was ‘a best friend, mini me, 
we had a special bond’. 

He added: “My daughter is 
one of the terrible statistics 
because brain tumours kill 
more children and adults 
under the age of 40 than any 
other cancer. 

“It is shocking to think that 
just one per cent of the 
national spend on cancer 
research has been allocated 
to this devastating disease. 


“If Astacia’s brain tumour 
could have been found 
sooner, she might be alive 
today. She was such a big 
personality, so loud and full 
of life, she has left a big hole 
in our lives. 

“I want to do everything I 
can to remember her life, and 
raise money for research to 
help find a cure. 

“No family should go 
through what we will go 
through for the rest of our 
lives.”

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Meeting offenders

VICTIMS of rape and the 
families of murdered loved 
ones could confront their 
attackers under a new 
scheme being rolled out by 
Bedfordshire Police. 

Restorative Justice (RJ) 
allows victims of crime to 
meet their offenders in a con¬ 
trolled environment. 

Bedfordshire Police mainly 
uses RJ for youth offenders 
but Police and Crime 
Commissioner Kathryn 
Holloway ‘wants to embrace 
it in a way that is not typical 
across police forces’. 

The ‘norm’ sees RJ used for 
burglaries and less serious 
offences. 

PCC Holloway said: “It gives 
victims an opportunity to 
truly have a voice. It makes a 
massive difference to help¬ 
ing them feel they could 
draw a line under the inci¬ 
dent.” 

She said a Met Police study 
has shown for every pound 
invested in RJ, £10 of savings 
were made. 

Criminologist Sue Brown, 
from Bedfordshire, told a 
conference this week how 
meeting the man who had 
burgled her daughter’s house 
‘eliminated the fear’. 

She and her husband had 
been staying with her daugh¬ 
ter and woke up one morning 


to find their handbags had 
been taken. 

“You conjure this picture in 
your head of awful people,” 
she said. 

“It puts the fear of God in 
you. But he was nothing like 
that at all - if you saw him in 
the street you would trust 
him. 

“He apologised and I 
really do wish him well.” 

Peter Woolf was a career 


criminal living in a dustbin 
16 years ago when he was 
offered the chance to meet 
some of his victims. 

Now Peter has a Masters 
degree and works in prisoner 
rehabilitation. He had 
attempted to burgle a house 
but had been confronted by 
the homeowner and hospi¬ 
talised the man in the fight 
that followed. “I went into 
the meeting feeling blase,” 
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for a fresh start 



he said, “I wanted to get 
through it and go back to my 
press-ups in prison. 

“But this man started tell¬ 
ing me about how he felt he 
had failed to protect his 
daughter and I just wanted 
the floor to swallow me up. 

“I committed every crime 
except for sex offences and 
murder. But after my victims 
forgave me, I couldn’t let 
them down.”

DO you remember how Jamie 
Oliver launched his career as the 
Naked Chef while cooking at 
home? 

The first few series were 
filmed in his own kitchen and 
ever since his homes have been 
as much discussed as his 
cookery books. 

One thing his homes have 
always featured since he married 
his wife Jules in 2000 is plenty of 
bedrooms. The couple recently 
announced that they had given 
birth to their fifth child called 
River Rocket, and at the same 
time moved into an 
eight-bedroom £10m 
super-mansion in North London. 

But before he and Jules 
starting producing children in 
such large numbers, their 
property requirement were more 
modest. 

Back in the mid-noughties he 
needed just four bedrooms and 
lived in a house within the heart 
of Hampstead Village, also in 
North London, before selling up 
in 2011 for £2.25m. 


The property is now for sale - 
this time for £3.25 million - and 
although it’s been extensively 
remodelled since Jamie lived 
there, it still has his White Aga 
cooker in the kitchen.

TODAY’S superstars usually 
have plenty of talent but Noel 
Coward was on a different plane 
and during his careers was a 
successful actor, playwright, 
pianist, singer/ songwriter, 
dancer, author and cabaret 
artist. 

He wrote over 35 plays 
including Hay Fever and Private 
Lives and more than 300 songs 
such as Don’t Let’s Be Beastly to 
the Germans and Mad Dogs and 
Englishmen. He also appeared in 
18 films including In Which We 
Serve and Brief Encounter. 

But it’s Noel Cowards wit and 
style that are still remembered 
the most today, 26 years after his 
death including his love of a 
good quip and wearing a DJ at 
almost all hours of the day and 
night. 

Coward is also still adored by 
an army of musical, movie and 
comedy fans including Julian 
Clary who recently went as far 
as to buy a former home of his in 
Kent. 

And in 2006 Coward received 
the ultimate honour from 


theatreland when the New 
Theatre in London’s West End 
was renamed Noel Coward 
Theatre. 

But there are other, 
lesser-known pieces of Coward 
memorabilia to be found. This 
includes a bell called Noel at a 
church in Charlestown, 
Cornwall. 

It was named after him 
following a donation by him to a 
restoration fund during the 
1970s. 

His aunt Laura Bulteel used to 
live in nearby Pond House in 


Charleston and the young 
Coward holidayed there several 
times, writing in his 
autobiography that “the spell of 
its beauty was a strong as ever 
and I was very happy”. 

And the spell endures today. 
The recently refurbished, 
five-bedroom Georgian house is 
currently for sale at £1.25m and 
comes with a separate guest 
cottage, gardens and equestrian 
facilities.

Trafalgar Square 
in central London 
once had a very 
famous owner. 

It was the purpose-built 
offices of the White Star Line 
and in its heyday would have 
been familiar to the thousands 
of passengers who flocked to its 
ticket office to purchase a 
passage to America.

When news of the tragedy 
made it back to the UK the 
headlines prompted disbelief at 
first, as the White Star 
Company’s chairman Bruce 
Ismay had declared at a meeting 
within Oceanic House that 
Titanic was ‘unsinkable’.

Phone use in cars on the rise

WE’VE all seen the idiots clutching 
mobiles to their ears while driving 
and the problem is getting 
worse according to the latest 
safety survey by the Institute of 
Advanced Motorists. 

It says that more than 86 per cent 
of UK motorists think distraction 
caused by mobile phones has 
increased in the past three years 
and believe the dangers of mobile 
phones and technology are bigger 
threats than any other factor on 
the roads. 

The results of the survey, which 
asked about the potential 


problems faced by motorists now 
compared to three years ago 
identified worsening congestion 
as the second biggest problem 
according to 81 per cent 2,000 
drivers questioned in the 1AM 
RoadSmart report. 

Also revealed was the fact that 
nearly three quarters believed 
aggressive driving had worsened 
over the same period and more 
than 60 per cent reporting the 
same for drug-driving. 

1AM RoadSmart’s Safety Culture 
Survey was produced for the 
first time last year. It looks at UK 


motorists’ safety attitudes and 
behaviour and has just been 
updated for 2016. 

Some 94 per cent of those 
questioned saw drivers checking 
or updating social media as a 
threat to their personal safety, 
while 93 per cent said that was the 
case for drivers text messaging 
or e-mailing, and for 91 per cent it 
was the case for drivers talking on 
mobile phones. This was higher 
than the perceived threat from 
drink and drug driving. 

Not surprisingly, those surveyed 
thought the problems were 


caused by others, and not them 
with 91 per cent saying they had 
never used the internet whilst 
driving in the past 30 days, 88 per 
cent had not sent a text or email 
whilst driving, 82 per cent had 
not read a text message or email 
whilst driving and 79 per cent had 
not talked on a mobile phone. 
There was also huge approval 
for stricter measures to prevent 
and reduce drivers using mobile 
technology in cars. 

Sarah Sillars, 1AM RoadSmart 
chief executive officer, said: “The 
worries and concerns of Britain’s 
32 million drivers should be 
listened to. Whilst we can all take 
more responsibility for our actions 
it is clear that distraction and 
congestion are the two biggest 
bug bears for drivers today. 

“New road building and smart 
motorways will help with 
congestion but our survey has 
shown that UK motorists have 
real concerns about the way 
mobile phone technology could 
be a threat to their safety. More 
than 90 per cent say checking 
social media, texting and talking 
on mobile phones whilst driving 
scares them - these are figures 
that cannot be ignored.”

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Citroen C4 Cactus 
Flair PureTech 110

PEARL white chocolate may sound as much like 
a new line of ice cream by Ben & Jerry’s as the 
colour of a car from Citroen. 

Appetising too - just picture yourself plunging 
a spoon into those swirls of gooey brown liquid 
spiralling their way to the top of the tub. 

In the case of the C4 Cactus, minus the prickles, 
the same colour scheme is a bit more about the 
packaging than the contents. 

In fact it’s just about the only thing I don’t really 
like about the Cactus and to be fair, criticism only 
applies to the cabin. 

The car’s exterior - pearl white with a chocolate 
Airbump - looks on the attractive side of okay, 
while the interior appears more like a throwback to 
an Eastern bloc model from the 1970s. 

If you’re curious about the Airbump, well it’s an 
oblong strip across the sides of the car and the 
bumpers, basically to protect the Cactus from 
knocks and scrapes. 

It’s made from a thermoplastic polyurethane skin 
called TPU containing air bubbles to absorb any 
impacts and is available in colours like black, grey, 
Dune and chocolate, which can be matched with 
the Citroen’s 10 body colours. 

Whether it makes the C4 more attractive is down 
to personal taste, but it’s certainly different and 
one of several features that make the Cactus such 
a stand-out version of the compact hatchback. 
Though sharing the same wheelbase as the 
standard C4, the Cactus is actually 200kg lighter 
and is a product of the French brand’s New World 
New Ideas philosophy. 

The upshot is more space for the driver and 
passengers, in a relaxing, clutter-free cabin with a 
low dashboard and digital screen. 

There’s also ‘Airbag In Roof’ technology whereby 
the passenger airbag is transferred to the roof and 
deployed over the windscreen. 


As for comfort, the wide front seats are designed 
in the style of a sofa while rear legroom is similar to 
that of the C4. 

Other touches include luggage style door handles 
with leather straps, a storage compartment on 
top of the dashboard and an optional (£425) large 
panoramic sunroof. 

And driving aids include useful stuff like Smart 
Wash - washer nozzles are built into the tips of the 
wipers and release just a small amount of fluid - 
Park Assist, a reversing camera, Hill Start Assist 
and cornering lights. 

Power comes via PureTech petrol and BlueHDi 
diesel engines with Stop & Start, the tested 1.2-litre 
petrol version offering a fair blend of performance 
and economy. 

The Cactus isn’t the most exhilarating car to drive, 
but a pleasant one nonetheless - with positive 
feedback from the steering, fair ride quality given its 
light weight and satisfactory cornering. 

Its C02 emissions are low at 107g/km and in real- 
world conditions you should be able to eke an 
average 53 miles per gallon - not too far short of the 
official 60.1 - out of the car in everyday driving. 
What’s certain is that the Cactus is a car in a niche 
of its own, a real eye-catcher that stands out from 
the crowd.

THE all-new Peugeot 3008 SUV will cost from £21,795 
when it goes on sale next month ahead of deliveries in 
the New Year. 

First models will be in showrooms from January 28 and 
the 17 model line up will top out from £32,995 for high 
specification GT versions. 

The UK range starts with a “level 2” specification 
vehicle so that every model will feature the latest 
Peugeot i-Cockpit which includes a digital instrument 
panel, a compact steering whee and an eight-inch 
touch-screen. 

Compared to the outgoing model the newcomer offers 
more equipment at entry level and is also significantly 
larger. 

The range starts with the Active specification model 
that includes automatic emergency braking systems, 
adaptive driver and front passenger airbags, driver 
and front passenger side, front and rear curtain 
airbags, dynamic stability control and electronic anti¬ 
skid system, driver attention alert system, Isofix child 
seat fittings in the front passenger and outer rear seats, 
programmable cruise control and speed limiter.

RENAULT TWING0 GT READY TO ROLL BY: STEWART SMITH 


There is a choice of four trim levels - Active, Allure, GT 
Line and the top-of-the-range GT - and a variety of petrol 
and diesel engines with C02 emissions from 103g/km. 
Petrol engine outputs are 130bhp and 165bhp with 
C02 emissions of 117 to 129g/km, with the 1.2-litre 
PureTech three-cylinder turbo engine and the 1.6 THP. 
The PureTech 130 is available in six-speed manual 
or EAT 6 automatic transmission while the 165bhp is 
mated to the six-speed EAT 6 automatic and available 
only in GT Line trim priced from £27,895. 

Four diesel engines with Peugeot’s BlueHDi technology 
will be offered with emissions between 103 and 124g/km 
and power outputs of 100, 120,150 and 180bhp. Diesel 
prices start from £22,845 and top out with the 180bhp 
version in the GT. 


RENAULT has announced pricing and UK specification for 
the new Twingo GT, the sporty version of the little French 
motor that was unveiled at this year’s Goodwood Festival of 
Speed. 

At the same time a revised version of the Dynamique S model 
also goes on sale from the start of December. 

Developed by Renault Sport, the GT, which costs £13,755, 
comes with a rear-engine layout which maximises interior 
space and aids manouvering as the turning arc of the front 
wheels is not restricted by the engine. 

Under the bonnet of the GT is an 898cc Renault TCe engine - 
the most powerful in the Twingo range - and Renault Sport’s 
engine designers tuned it to produce llObhp and 170Nm of 


torque with a modified turbocharger, uprated fuel pump, 
revised engine mapping and a specially-designed, freer- 
flowing twin silencer exhaust which have contributed to 
the significant increase in power and torque. 

As far as performance goes, the GT can hit cover 0-62mph 
in just 9.6 seconds and pick-up is amongst the best in class 
with 50-75mph taking less than nine seconds. 

Renault Sport has also tuned the Twingo GT’s chassis with 
stiffer shock absorbers, a larger diameter anti-roll bar and 
a ride height that is 20mm lower than the normal Twingo. 
Introduced alongside the GT is the new Twingo Dynamique 
S which replaces the previous version and has exterior and 
interior improvements. It is priced from £12,205. 

As with the GT, the Dynamique S is available with new 
Renault i.d blaze orange metallic paint as well as a lunar 
grey, diamond black or crystal white body finish. A Sport 
decal and 16-inch Sport diamond-cut alloys complete the 
exterior. 

Inside, the Dynamique S has features including aluminium 
pedals, sport part-leather upholstery, grey interior 
touch pack, sport gear lever knob and orange interior 
personalisation. 

Dynamique S customers can also specify the GT’s body 
kit, extra tinted rear windows, automatic lights and 
front wipers, fog lights with cornering function and rear 
parking sensors amongst the available options. 5

AN extra personal touch is about to be 
delivered by McLaren which is adding 
customised editions to its 570S range. 

Five design editions of the model have been 
drawn up by the British supercar brand’s 
style team to embellish the £143,000 two 
seat coupe. 

Each edition finish comprises the McLaren 
designers’ choice on exterior paint, wheel 
style and finish, exhaust style, and calliper 
colour - along with what the designers have 
decided is the company’s existing interior 
package that most complements the exterior. 
The design treatment, which adds £8,500 to 
the price, is an extension of the By McLaren 
personalisation theme already available on 
its models. 

Design Edition 1, for example, combines a 
Vermillion Red body with five-spoke wheels 
and diamond-cut finish, Stealth exhaust and 
red brake callipers while the interior features 
a By McLaren package of Carbon Black 
Alcantara and Apex Red Nappa leather 
seats, Jet Black Nappa leather upper facia, 
Apex Red Nappa leather lower facia, Slate 
Grey contrasting stitching, a dual colour co¬ 
ordinated steering wheel and a McLaren 
branded leather sill finisher. 

Previously such items could only be 
specified separately although customers will 
still be able to add other extras to their cars. 
As well as Vermillion Red the other body 
colours of the five 570S Design Editions are 
Onyx Black, Storm Grey, Ventura Orange, 
and Silica White.

LATEST LOTUS ONLY FOR THE BRAVE

IF you’ve got the urge for a true supercar but can’t 
run to the six figure asking price, Lotus has the 
answer - for less than half the price of some rivals. 
With enough grunt to more than match some of the 
most exotic Italian and German flying-machines 
the new Lotus Exige Sport 380 is ferociously fast 
and costs a “mere” £67,900. 

Taking the fight straight to £100,000-plus 
supercars, this new, top-of-the-range model 
carries over the lessons learnt in the development 
of last year’s Exige Sport 350, but with significant 
revisions lowering weight, boosting power and 
enhancing aerodynamics. 

According to Lotus, this Exige is “definitely not for 
the timid” and “offers a pure, undiluted drive”. 

The Sport 380 is blisteringly fast off the line, 
dispatching the 0-60mph sprint in a mere 3.5 
seconds before reaching a top speed of 178 mph. 
This stunning performance comes courtesy of an 
uprated 3.5-litre, supercharged V6 engine which 


generates 375 hp at 6,700 rpm and 410 Nm 
(302 lb ft) of torque at 5,000 rpm. 

And with a dry weight of just 1,066 kg it boasts a 
potent power-to-weight ratio of 352 hp per tonne. 
Much of the weight saving has been achieved 
by extensive use of carbon fibre parts including 
the front splitter, revised front access panel, new 
rear wing and rear diffuser surround. In total 
Lotus engineers have shaved around 30kg off the 
weight of the Exige 350. 

A revised and sophisticated six-speed manual 
gearbox is fitted as standard with an optional six- 
speed automatic gearbox with sequential paddle 
shift becoming available from Spring next year. 
The Sport 380 is available as a roadster as 
standard and as a coupe as an option. Various 
personalisation options, including a Track Pack, 
are available. 

According to Jean-Marc Gales, CEO of Group Lotus: 
“The Exige Sport 380 is so good, that it is no longer 
the best in class, it’s now in a class of its own.”

JACK Marriott was relieved to end a 
two-month goal drought with a brace 
as Luton scored six second half goals to 
avoid an FA Cup second round shock 
against Solihull Moors. 

The non-league side took a deserved 
2-0 half time lead thanks to a Jamey 
Osborne double, but the Hatters for¬ 
ward also got assists for two of Town’s 
replies as they scored four in 12 minutes 
to turn the tie around. 

Marriott hit Luton’s fourth and sixth to 
end his wait for a goal, the last of which 
came on September 24. 

He said: “That’s the longest I’ve ever 
been through and I’m only 22 so I’m still 
relatively young. It was difficult but I’m 
out the other end now, I’ve proved that I 
can score goals and hopefully that can 
continue.” 

Marriott had also been dropped for the 
last three league games but returned for 
the visit of Solihull and he admitted: “It 
has been difficult, but I’ve continued to 
do the right things, I’ve just not had the 
luck of the draw with getting the goals 
that I think I should be, but today was a 
big relief.” 

The striker could also take comfort in 
his side’s stunning response to a dire 
start. 


“That’s the worst first half of football 
that we’ve ever played under the gaffer,” 
Marriott said, adding: “It was poor, we 
all knew that and that’s why we came 
out in the second half so determined to 
turn it around and emphatically win the 
game, which we did. 

“I think we were absolutely superb in 
the second half. We moved the ball 
quickly, we had a cutting edge and we 
put people clean in. 

“It was a joy to play in the second half, 
but it was just so far from the first half. 
We needed that, we really did need 
that.” 

Danny Hylton and Johnny Mullins 
drew Luton level but right back Stephen 
O’Donnell was instrumental in helping 
the Hatters turn the tide, scoring twice 
after coming on at half time for James 
Justin. 

“He was superb when he came on,” 
said Marriott, “to get two goals was very 
impressive from right back. I don’t think 
I’ve ever seen him [Johan] Cruyff in the 
box before and then he put it in the bot¬ 
tom corner. Fair play to him, he was 
really good today.” 

Town will now await with anticipation 
Monday evening’s third round draw 
where there’s potential to be drawn 
against a Premier League giant, who 
now enter the competition. 

Marriott said: “Any of the big teams 
away would be incredible but, also, we’d 
like a game that we can win and pro¬ 
gress further. “

SOLIHULL MOORS 2 

THERE'S a theory that an infinite number of 
monkeys sitting at an infinite number of 
typewriters would eventually reproduce the 
works of Shakespeare by chance. 

But, as a first draft, they might just happen 
upon a script every bit as bananas as Luton’s 
stonking FA Cup second round win over 
Solihull Moors. 

Drama? Even the Bard would have been 
impressed because, for 50 minutes, the Hatters 
were down and out, having done their woeful 
worst to proverbially slip on the skin of the 
bendy yellow fruit. 

A Jamey Osborne brace put the non-league 
side in place to be the this stage’s giant-killers, 
deservedly so too as Town finished the first 
half two goals down and with faces as red as a 
baboon’s backside. 

But then six second half strikes, kicked off by 
four goals in 12 electrifying minutes, meant 
that out of desperate circumstances they were 
suddenly king of the swingers. 

Beating their chests with the rescue act came 
Danny Hylton, Johnny Mullins, Stephen 
O’Donnell (twice) and Jack Marriott (twice). 

And, as shocking as they were in the opening 
period, they were spellbinding after the break. 
That’s the magic of the cup for you. 

‘Imposters’ was how boss Nathan Jones 
described his team’s opening salvo after 
Solihull took a shock lead in the fifth minute. 

“I didn’t see the first half coming if I’m hon¬ 


est,” the manager said, adding: “Because we 
spoke all week about complacency, about 
starting well and about imposing ourselves on 
this team because I felt if we did that we’d win 
the game. 

“Having watched them, I know what threats 
they’ve got, but the first half was baffling 
really. The way we played, the way we went 
about our work, with no intensity, the things 
we did, they seemed like they were imposters. 


“Then second half we came out and we were 
scintillating, that was Luton Town second half, 
I thought we were absolutely outstanding.” 

Just as well because the boos began early for 
his side and ramped up once Osborne was 
allowed to size up a thunderbolt second. 

The 2-0 scoreline prompted delirium in the 
Solihull end, as fans took to adapting Northern 
Ireland’s Will Grigg chant from Euro 2016 for 
Akashi Asante. True to the lyrics, Town’s 


defence did look terrified. Without a shot on 
target or even a corner to their name in the 
first 45 minutes, the whole team looked shell¬ 
shocked. 

But, as Jones mentioned, never has the king 
of football cliches ever been more apt. Out for 
the second half came the real Hatters and 
within six minutes the fightback was on. 
Hylton effortlessly took Marriott’s stunning 
cross-field pass into his stride and slid it low 
beyond the goalie, for the top scorer’s 13th of 
an increasingly stellar season. 

The gloom lifted three minutes later when 
Mullins stroked home a leveller and his first 
ever Hatters goal, with all the calm and com¬ 
posure of Town’s ace marksman. 

The turnaround was complete a mere nine 
minutes later when Marriott burst from inside 
his own half and laid off to O’Donnell - a half 
time substitute for a struggling James Justin - 
who took one touch to steady himself before 
burying below Danny Lewis. 

But the Hatters owed their fans more after 
the tragedy of the first act and Marriott sup¬ 
plied it. Hylton returned the favour with an 
assist and the young striker, without a goal 
since September 24, beat the offside trap and 
raced through, slamming home. It was 
Marriott of old. 

The forward could have doubled his tally but 
was twice denied by Lewis. It would eventually 
come but not before O’Donnell claimed his 
own cup brace, almost scuffing into the corner 
in the final minute. 

And with five minutes of time added on 
Marriott matched his defensive pal’s return, 
drilling low to ensure Luton’s place in the hat 
for when the FA Cup really gets interesting. 

They’ll do well to ape the thrills and spills of 
this one, though.
